He was 
willing to avoid pressing a suit for 
damages by a compromise of $75 in­ 
demnity. 
Alderman Pitcher inspected 
the sidewalk after the accident and 
said it was in fair condition.

She 
is a gradu ate of the Nation al Train in g 
School of Cookery, Lon don , where she 
stu died six years ago, an d has sin ce held 
variou s appoin tmen ts in En glan d. 
She is on e of three gold medalists who 
received hon ors in 189 6 for lectu rin g on 
cookery, an d she wears the medal as a 
decoration most of the time. On the on e 
side it is in scribed with the words “ For 
excellen ce in lectu rin g,” while the re­ 
verse of the medal bears the coat of 
arms of the city of Peterborou gh, which 
presen ted it to her. An other medal is of 
silver an d was presen ted by the Worship­ 
fu l Compan y of Cooks, Lon don , while 
the bron ze medal was obtain ed at the 
u n iversal cookery an d food exhibition , 
Lon don . The Prin cess Lou ise was pres­ 
en t on this occasion to formally open the 
exhibit, an d Miss Ilaxworth had the 
hon or of a presen tation . She is also the 
holder of seven prizes from the bakers 
an d con fection ers’ exhibition , held in 
Lon don . 
Miss Ilaxworth is an en thu siast in 
her work an d en tered u pon her career 
from sheer love of it.

hood she has always been ii terested in 
the mysteries of the cu lin ary art an d, as 
she phrased it, “ was n ever so happy as 
when she cou ld get her n ose over a 
sau cepan ,” an d she was n ever satisfied 
u n til slu had got at the root )f the m at­ 
ter, spen din g a great deal of time in 
origin al research. 
In order to get at better methods of 
doin g thin gs, she wen t in to the bakers’ 
shops in 
Lon don 
an d stu died their 
methods an d in to the fish market to 
learn the proper way to skin a fish, ap­ 
plyin g her common sen se to the variou s 
operation s an d workin g ou t origin al 
ways of her own . 
She has been employed by several 
American firms while in En glan d an d 
fin ally decided to come to America, as 
■she had always a great likin g for this 
cou n try, a likin g that her brief sojou rn 
here has bu t in ten sified. 
“ People talk 
abou t the American s ru n n in g after the 
En glish,” 
she exclaimed, with 
her 
broad Yorkshire accen t, “ bu t we En g­ 
lish are ju st as crazy after everythin g 
American ” 
An d she asserts that the 
people are far more frien dly an d open 
hearted an d ready to len d a helpin g 
han d than in her own cou n try. In fact, 
she says that the clams are the on ly 
thin gs she has fou n d in this cou n try that 
don ’t agree with her. 
Althou gh she has been here bu t a 
mon th she has visited several of the 
leadin g cookin g schools in the in terests 
of her work, observin g the differin g 
methods with a keen in stin ct for what 
is best. 
Althou gh she does n ot fin d the 
work as far advan ced here as in En g­ 
lan d. she thin ks that the methods, as 
far as her observation serves her, are 
¡su perior. 
Comparatively few go in to 
the work there as thorou ghly as they do 
in this cou n try, an d she con siders the 
American s more exact, more accu rate 
an d, alas, more extravagan t in u se of 
materials. 
The amou n t of cream an d 
bu tter that the average American hou se­ 
wife u ses wou ld break the heart of an 
En glish woman , to say n othin g of her 
pu rse. 
To see Miss Haxworth preparin g va­ 
riou s dishes before her class at tin ; Y. 
M. C. A. bu ildin g is to take several 
practical lesson s in the possibility of 
cookin g a meal withou t soilin g the im­ 
macu late pu rity of on e's toilet. 
She 
wore a plain skirt an d a pretty blu e 
shirt waist, with a fu ll white mu slin 
apron , her on ly orn amen ts bein g the 
medals which were fasten ed to the bib. 
A gas stove was on the platform, an d a 
table covered with a white cloth, with 
all the n ecessary u ten sils for work, was 
■lose at han d, while an assistan t stood 
ready to do her biddin g. 
With deft fing ers she prepared the ma­ 
te ria l for the several dishes in the most 
expeditiou s an d skillfu l fashion , talkin g 
pleasan tly the while, relatin g man y an ­ 
ecdotes of her life an d work in Lon don , j 
of her visit to Billin gsgate an d Coven t 
Garden an d her early morn in g walks 
an d adven tu res in the markets in search 
of variou s edibles. 
Sbn has a bright, en gagin g man n er, 
givin g the n ecessary in stru ction s in the 
most simple an d matter of fact way. A j 
large an d in terested class watched her 
operation s. —Providen ce Jou rn al. 


The R ag e Fo r Sm art L o o king Go w n» . 
Becau se there is so mu ch expen sive 
han d embroidery on the bodices of all 
smart gown s, women who will n ot 
wear a gown u n le-s it is smart lookin g, 


mu st decide to employ mu ch of their 
time in doin g all that kin d of embroid­ 
ery an d in makin g u p empiecemen ts, 
plastron s, vests, collars, etc. In the pres­ 
en t mode accessories cou n t tremen dou sly 
an d form the costly featu re of en ormou s 
dressmakin g bills. 
These little thin gs 
are, as we kn ow, the main thin gs in 
dress. 
It is a savin g of man y hu n dreds 
a year to be deft with on e's fin gers, to 
fashion jabots, boleros, cravats, fichu s, 
wide belts an d the man y little n eck fin ­ 
ishin gs so mu ch in vogu e.

do bu y them of the best material an d 
make—an d yet they n ever look well 
dressed becau se they do n ot kn ov how 
to pu t them on . 
There is a great art in kn owin g n ot 
on ly what to choose for ou r dress, bu t 
how to pu t ou rselves in to it. 
Plain ,

has passed to its secon d readin g—228 
to 157. 
Commen tin g u pon the marked 
gain in the vote, the well kn own n ews­ 
paper correspon den t, Harold Frederic, 
says, * ‘The « qu estion may Is* on e at which 
man y politician s smile, hu t the steadily 
in creasin g su pport it r« *ceives can n ot lx; 
den ied by an y carefu l stu den t. ” —Ex­ 
chan ge. 


With fou r fn *e states in the Un ion , 
with eight sen ators owin g their election 
t« i women con stitu en ts, an d with other 
eviden ces of the gain in g popu larity «if 
their cau se, the women su ffragists cer­
